SEES LAND GIVEN UP

Government Should Pre- 
serve Credit by Paying In- 
terest on Bonds and Mak- 
ing Loans, Engineer Says.

CHARLESTON, Mo., Sept. 13.— 
Secretary Hoover arrived here 
from Hot Springs this morning and 
was taken by a group of levee en- 


ficials to view conditions in the 
southern end of Mississippi County 
and the adjoining section of New 
Madrid County, where flood waters 
in April and May covered land now 
17 to 20 miles from the river. A 
later overflow also retarded the re- 
covery of the section. 

In a ride of 16 miles to East 


Prairie and the outlying region, 
Secretary Hoover and his party 
saw large tracts where attempts to 
raise late corn and sunflower crops 
have failed, and other tracts tem- 
porarily abandoned and overgrown 
with cockleburrs. 

The excursion to the country- 
side was followed by a conference 
at the courthouse, where repre- 
sentatives of levee districts in this 
region presented the needs of their 
sections. 
L. T. Berthe, engineer, of the 
district comprising Mississippi, New 
Madrid and Scett Counties, said 
the most imperative need was to 
preserve the credit structure. 
Taxes cannot be collected in the 
greater part of this territory be- 
cause of the flood losses, he said, 
and hence the interest coupons on 
levee and drainage bonds, falling 
due next year, cannot be met nor 
can the principal amounts due on 
some maturing bonds be paid. 
Default in interest on principal. 
he said, would impair the sale of 
the securities for the next 40 years 
and would have a bad effect on the 
morale of the people. He asked 
that the Government afford relief 
by assuming the interest payments 
due next year and by loans to meet 
the principal. maturities, the loans 
to be repaid over a long period. 
Secretary Hoover and a small 
accompanying party traveling in a 
special train; which includes the 
private car of President Baldwin of 
the Missouri Pacific, departed for 
St. Louis about noon. He probably 
will proceed to Washington after 
a short stop in St. Louis.

LOS ANGELES, Sept. 13.—E. G. 


Lewis, promoter of Atascadero Es- 
tates of California and of Univer- 
sity City, suburb of St. Louis, to- 
day was sentenced to serve six 
years in the Federal penitentiary 
at McNeil Island, Wash., following 
his conviction last week of using 
the mails to defraud in his promo- 


tion schemes. 
Lewis was sentenced to serve 
four years on each of nine counts 
charging misuse of the mails, the 
sentences to run concurrently, and 
also sentenced to serve two years 
additioral for his conviction on u 
charge of conspiracy. Lewis also 
was fined 318.000. 
In a statement to the Court, 
Lewis said there was no conscious- 
ness of guilt in his heart, but that 
a series of disasters was responsi# 
ble for the failure of his enter- 
prises. He charged that the Pros- 
ecuting Attorney had misrepre- 
sented facts in the closing argu- 
ment. 

Likens Lewis to Napoleon. 
After giving a draniatic recital of 
his life and telling of his deep 
friendship for the promoter, H. L. 
Kramer, former millionalre patent 
medicine manufacture. and a co- 
defendants with Lewis, was sen- 
tenced to serve two years and fined 
$250 on eac hof nine mail fraud 
charges. The sentences were made 
to run concurrently. In addition, 
Kramer was fined $2500 on the 
conspiracy charge. 
The sentc.ices were imposed by 
United States Judge Frank C. Ja- 
cobs. 

Attorners for the convicted men 
gave notice of appeal. 
As he arose to deny any guilty 
knowledge of Lewis’ schemes, 
Kramer turned to his associate, 
and still addressing the court, de- 
clared: 
“If you can think of Napoleon 
as Lewis or Lewis as Napoleon you 
have a spiritual picture of the man. 
He organized his own plans.” 
Kramer, who is 62 years old, in- 
sisted he had had no representation 
at the trial. 
“I‘have spent 20 years in the ad- 
vertising business,” he told the 
Court, “and have expended more 
than $10,000,000 for advertising 
things of my own creation, During 
that time I have paid the Govern- 
ment $500,000 for postage stamps 
alone,” 

$600,000 Swindle. 
Lewis and Kramer were charged 
with having obtained $600,009 by 
means of a fake magazine circula- 
tion scheme involving offers of in- 
terests in oil wells and almond 
groves to accompany life subscrip- 
tions to the California Illustrated 
Review, published at Atascadero. 
Lewis is credited with having 
raised more than $100,000,000 in 
the United.States during 20 years 
of promoting. 
Before passing sentence, Judge 
Jacobs denied defense motions for 
a new trial and arrest of judg- 
ment which had been based on 
charges of misconduct on the part 
of a trial juror. 
The misconduct sharge was 
based on an affidavit signed by 
Mrs. Lyda H. Re-- which stated 
she had held several conversations 
with a juror during the trial. The 
affidavit alleged the juror ex- 
pressed great interest in the re- 
ligion of Lewis’ wife, and indicated 
the question might “carry weight” 
in arriving at a verdict. 
The juror was called to 
stand and emphatically denied 
ing had any conversation with the 
woman. who had attended the 
trial. Another juror testified that 
during the jury’s deliberations the 
religion of Mrs. Lewis was not 
mentioned.

IS ONLY “UNUSUAL” 


First 10 Days of Month in 1925 
Were Above 90 With 
103 on the 5th. 


The summer, prior to Sept. 1, 
brought to St. Louis only 13 days 
on which the temperature reached 
90 degrees or higher. Since Sept. 
1. there have been eight days on 
which 90 degrees has been reached 
or exceeded. 
Yesterday's temperature of 97 
degrees at 4:12 p. m., equalled the 
year’s highest mark, which was 
recorded on July 28. 
Though it seems that most of the 
1927 summer has been crowded 
into early September, the weather 
is regarded at the Weather Bu- 
reau as unusual but by no means 
unprecedented. In 1925, for ex- 
ample, 10 of the first 12 days of 
September surpassed 90, the tem- 
perature reaching an unprecedent- 
ed 103 degrees Sept. 6. As late as 
Sept. 19 in 1925, the thermometer 
reached 96 degrees. 

The. latest 80 or more in any 
September was in 1898 when the 
reading was 91 degrees on Sept.

One Passenger’s Experience, 

A first-hand story of the wreck 
was obtained from Miss Elsie Bart- 
ling of Wellston, who, with her sis- 
ters, Miss Lina Bartling and Mrs. 
Loulse Mahoney, and her young 
niece and nephew, Lois and Jack 
Steffen, was in the second coach 
to leave the track. 

“My sisters and I had just been 
talking about the high speed at 
which the train was going around 
the many curves of the road when 
suddenly, just as we had rounded 
a curve at a high rate of speed, 
the car we were riding in began 
bumping along the ties,” Miss Elsie 
Bartling said. The children were 
playing in the aisle and we grabbed 
them. It seemed the car was go- 
ing to stay on the trestle as we 
bumped along but about midway 
it lurched to one side and plunged 
into the river. 

“There were five passengers in 
our coach in addition to ourselves 
and all of us struggled to hold on 
to the seats so we would not be 
thrown through the windows, or 
against other seats. The side of 
the train I was on was submerged 
and I went under the water as the 
car went down, 

Went Under Water. 

“Struggling up, I tried to pull 
myself to the other side out of the 
water but was unable to do so 
and went under the water again. 
Then I managed to keep my head 
above the water until one of 
the train crew saw me and helped 
me through a window to the top 
of the car, along which I walked to 
the bank of the river, where I 
found my sisters and Jack and Lois 
waiting for me.” 

O. A. Owens of Cape Girardeau, 

who was riding with his son, Al- 
vin, 8, said there was a severe 
shock and the car they were in 
rolled over slowly. 

“I grabbed Alvin with one arm 
and caughmt hold of a seat as we 
went over. The next thing I. knew 
the car seemed filling with water.

INFANTILE PARALYSIS 
EPIDEMIC IN HUNGARY 


Rumania Also Affected—Dis- 
ease Reported Beyond Con- 
trol of Authorities. 


By the Associated Press. 
BUDAPEST, Hungary, Sept. 13. 


A serious outbreak of infantile 
paralysis has struck Hungary and 
Rumania. In Bucharest alone more 
than 300 children have been strick- 
en, of whom 150 have died, and 
all Rumanian and Hungarian 
frontier towns are affected, ac- 
cording to reports, 

The Hungarian authorities have 
established a quarantine along the 
border, but the disease already has 
gained such a hold in the interior 
that physicians fear hundreds of 
children will succumb before com- 
plete isolation can be achieved. 

Delegates to the Biennial Con- 
gress of Child Specialists now in 
session at Budapest, are lending 
their aid to the hospitals and medi- 
cal authorities in checking the 
epidemic, which is the worst Hun- 
gary has known in a century. 

The Austrian Government is 
sending a special medical commis- 
sion from Vienna to the affected 
areas in Rumania and Hungary to 
investigate the situation with a 
view to preventing the spread of 
the disease to Austria.

MRS. SWEETIN'S PLEA 


TO DELAY TRL DENED 


Selecting of Jury Begun — 
State Indicates It Will Ask 
for Death Penalty. 


By the Associated Press. 

MOUNT VERNON, IIL, Sept. 13. 
—Overruling all motions for a 
continuance and further delay, 
Judge Pearce today ordered the 
second trial of Mrs. Elsie Sweetin 
for the poison murder of her hus- 
band, Wilford, to procede and the 
examinations of prospective jurors 
was begun. 

The first question asked the 
men called into the jury box in- 
dicated the prosecution would seek 
the death penalty for the Ina, III., 
widow, who at her first trial re- 
ceived a 35-year prison sentence. 
Veniremen were asked first if 
they were opposed to the death 
penalty and next if they would 
have any conscientious scruples 
whatever against bringing in a 
verdict of death against a woman 
accused of murder, if the circum- 
stances of the crime were atro- 
cious enough to warrant such a 
verdict. 

“Every man Who sits on the 
jury must state under oath that he 
would have no scruples against in- 
flicting the death sentence upon a 
woman guilty of murder,” said 
State’s Attorney Allen. 

The questioning of veniremen 
continued doring the afternoon 
session with indications several 
days would be required to select 
a jury. 

Objection was raised by the de- 
fense to the names of additiona! 
witnesses which had been indorsed 
on the indictment by the prosecu- 
tion. Included in the list was the 
name of Lawrence M. Hight, form- 
er clergyman, now serving a life 
term at Chester prison for the 
same crime of which Mrs. Sweetin 
is accused. 

The court had granted the prose- 
cution the right to indorse Hight's 
name on the indictment and it was 
the first official notices that the 
former minister might be used as 
a State witness. 

Mrs. Sweetin appeared in the 
court room with her 15-year-old 
son, Stanton, at her side.

$175,000 BEQUEST 
BY MILLAN 
PUZTLES. HEIRS 


Recipients Cannot Under- 
stand Devising of That 
Sum to Four Friends and 
Five Banks. 


By a Staff Correspondent of the 
Post- Dispatch. 

DALLAS, Tex., Sept. 13.— What 
prompted the late Neill A. McMil- 
lan, chairman of the board of the 
First National Bank in St. Louis, to 
make an ultimate bequest of $115,- 
000 to four friends and five banks 
is as mystifying to the beneficiaries 
as it is to Mr. MeMillan's widow 
and his banking associates in St. 
Louis. 

Nathan Adanis, president of the 
American Exchange National Bank 
here, which at Mrs. McMillan’s 
death is to receive $92,500, told a 
Post-Dispatch reporter today that 
he could not suggest any reason for 
the unusual bequest. Adams start- 
ed in the banking business here un- 
der McMillan, who founded the 
bank and continued at its head 
until his removal to St. Louis in 
1897. 

Puzzled by Bequest, 

Adams searched his memory for 
A reason, but could remember no 
circumstances that would have 
prompted the bequest. Other offi- 
cers of the bank made the same 
statement. What the bank will do 
with the $92,500, once it comes into 
its possession, will be for deter- 
mination by the board of directors 
at that time. There is some dis- 
cussion of using it for an employes’ 
pension fund, and again it may 
simply be added to the bank’s sur- 
plus. 

The correspondent talked with 
every bank president in this city, 
and none knew of any circum- 
stances in McMillan’s banking 
career here that might have 
prompted bim to making the un- 
usual bequests. 

Royal A. Ferris, who is to re- 
ceive $5000 ultimately, is an old 
friend of McMillan and has retired 
from business. He was “completely 
surprised.” 

W. H. Gaston, 
McMillan left $4000, died last 
spring, and his son, Robert K. 
Gaston, was unable to explain the 
bequest. 

Sloan Simpson, who will get 
$1000, is out of the city. He is a 
son of Col. J. W. Simpson, an old 
friend of McMillan. 

Banks Long Out of Business. 

The Middlesex Banking Co., men- 
tioned to receive $1000, has been 
out ef. business for three years. 
Charles L. Kribs, the liquidating

Although the Galveston (Tex.) 
National Bank is on McMillan’s list 
for $5000, it has been out of busi- 
ness for more than 15 years.

J. G. Strean of Kansas City, presi- 
dent of an investment company. 
who also cannot understand why 
McMillan left 31000 to him. 

Other bequestg by McMillan 
were $500 to the N. P. Sims estate 
of Waxahachie, Tex., where Mc- 
Millan began his career as a gro- 
cery clerk; $4000 to the First Na- 
tional Bank of Kansas City, and 
$1000 to H. A. Kahler, Inc., of 
New York City. 

Widow and Business Associates Do 
Not Understand Codicil. 

As ‘has been told Mr. McMillan, 
in his will filed for probate last 
Saturday, placed $125,000 in trust 
for his widow, who is to receive 
the income from that, in addition 
to other sums received from the es- 
tate which is variously valued at 
from $1,000.000 to $3,000,000. Upon 
her death $115.000 of this fund is 
to be paid to those mentioned in 
the Dallas dispatch, and the re- 
maining $10,000 will go to chari- 
ties to be designated by the widow. 

The trust fund was provided for 
in the will, dated Aug. 18, 1926, 
and the following day McMillan 
added a codicil in which he speci- 
fied how it was to be distributed 
after his widow’s death. 

Mrs. McMillan, who resides at 
5327 Waterman avenue, has in- 
formed Mr. McMillan’s banking as- 
sociates that she cannot explain 
the reasons for the codicil. John 
F. Shepley and Isaac H. Orr, clase 
business associates, also say they 
are at a loss to explain it.

The revolutionary of the future, 
as she saw him, would toss no 
bombs and spout no inflammatory 
and ungrammatical exhortations. 
His path of attack would lie 
through the study and the labora- 
tory. His weapons would be the 
microscope of science, the treas- 
ures and the tools of philosophy, 
literature and art, or perhaps mere- 
ly a keen pair of eyes and an open 
mind to discern why people act 
this way or that. 

This revolution would be educa- 
tional. It would be directed at the 
revolutionaries and not their “in- 
dustrial enemies.“ It would have 
no enemies except inertia. It wouid

Mrs. O’Hara a Professor Now. 

Mrs, O’Hare is taking a brief va- 
cation here with her husband, 
Frank P. O’Hare, and their chil- 
dren, at 2303 Minnesota avenue. 
She is professor of sociology in 
Commonwealth College, a so far 
successful experiment in workers’ 
education at Mena, Ark. 

Her early reput: tion as a student 
of crime and prisons has Deen en- 
hanced by her 14 months in the 
Missouri penitentiary on a wartime 
political charge. She was par- 
doned by President Wilson and her 
citizenship was personally restorcd, 
in recognition cf her prison re- 
search, by Presiden: Coolidge. 
Since then she has been widely 
consulted on problems of penology. 
She has just made a prison study 
in Alabama and has beei invited 
to make another in Louisiana. 

“We are much saner,” she 
laughed, at the suggestion that 10 
years ago radicals were not nearly 
so popular with Governors, war- 
dens and  0politicians generally 
“It’s pretty hard to get a scare 
started now.” 

“What about the Sacco-Vanzetti 
case?” 

“A piece of utter stupidity,” she 
replied. “We get a lot of young 
radicals at Commonwealth College, 
They fee] that everything in the 
world is all wrang, and that the 
universe must be torn apart to 
right it. We're trying to convice 
them that the Constitution of the 
United States contains means for 
what changes are needed, but the 
feeling aroused by that case will be 
in our way for years. 

“Just now the radical movement 
—and the whole world—is in a

“There seems to be no remnant 
of an intellectual life in St. Louis. 
The Ethical Society once was a 
brilliant center, and the City Club 
a meeting place of flashing intel- 
lect. Any day at the Nuts’ Table 
in the City Club one would find 12 
or 16 men, each with big ideas in 
his own line. 

“All the worth-while women in 
town might once be found at the 
Town Club.

“The same thing is true in New 
York. After 9 or 10 o’closk every 
night on2 used to find all the 
writers at the Brevoort Hotel, and 
all the radicals at a certain res- 
taurant on the East Side. The 
Civic Club there used to corre- 
spond to the City Club here. Now 
it is a purely social organization. 

“Suddenly, however, we're going 
to wake up. I look for a marked 
renaissance in the United States. 
You know that after you've gone 
through a long period of spiritual 
fatigue, you all at once wake up 
one morning and find that the 
world is still here and life's worth 
living, after all. 

“Until 1913 we couldn’t conceive

“I saw the last of the old green- 
back movement, the rise and de- 
cline of the Populist Party and 
then the Socialist. We learned in 
succession that he who controis 
money controls the world, that the 
control of the railroads is the seat 
of power, and that production is 
the basis of wealth. Along in 1890 
we sprouted a social conscience, 
and began for the first time io 
think of people in terms not of 
hands, but of human lives. 

The Next evolution. 

“The next revolutionary wave 
will be of education, not for pro- 
duction, but for living. We have 
solved production. I think the 
worker is coming to believe that 
everything else he needs will come 
to him, if he only knows enough. 
He went after social justice in 1900, 
but now he re..lizes that all so- 
cial justice depends on his ability 
to live. 

“From about 1860 to 1900 the 
State universities were being 
founded to train producers. They 
have done their job well, and they 
stick to it. You can’t do anything 
new with them. Hence our ex- 
periment at Commonwealth. 

“We know that the present sys- 
tem is the bunk, but we do not 
yet know with precision just what 
the workers’ education should be. 
We have been working down there 
for four years, however, and we 
have learned certain definite 
things. 

Prefers Married Students. 

“We know that earning a living 
keeps the student to earth and ac- 
quainted with things s they are. 
We believe a youth should Finish 
high school and work a while, to 
finish college about 35, when he 
is mature enough to understand 
what he has learned. 

“We prefer married students to 
unmarried, for the good: of both 
school and students. A year or 
two together in the adventure of 
learning helps cement the mar- 
riage. And, exactly opposite to the 
St. Louis school board, which will 
have no married teachers, we en- 
courage faculty marriages. Our 
first faculty Laby is to arrive next 
week, and we're tickled to death:

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PLUMBERS SEEK 
SETTLEMENT OF 
ANTL-TRUST SUIT 


Negotiations in Progress 
Between Attorney - Gen- 
eral and Counsel for St. 
Louis Companies. 


By Jefferson City Correspondent of 
the Post-Di-patch. 

JEFFERSON CITY, Sept. 13.— 
Negotiations for a settlement of 
the State antitrust suit pending in 
the Missouri Supreme Court against 
19 members of the Master Plum- 
bers’ Association of St. Louis, 
which charged restraint of trade 
and price-fixing in the plumbing 
trade in St. Louis, are in progress 
between Attorney-General N. T. 
Gentry and representatives of the 
plumbing companies, it was learned 
today. 

Terms of the settlement have not 
been agreed upon, it was said, as 
the negotiations have beer delayed 
by the illness of Jack Leahy of St. 
Louis, of counsel for the plumbers, 


but it was indicated an agreement 


would be reached soon. 
Suit Filed in 1925. 

Quo warranto proceedings 
against the 19 companies were filed 
in Supreme Court by Attorney- 
General Gentry, Dec. 2, 1925. The 
companies were charged with vio- 
lation of the Missouri antitrust 
iaws and the court was asked to 
fine them and oust them from 
business in the State. Informa- 
tion upon which the proceeding 
was instituted was gathered by the 
Post-Dispatch in an investigation 
of plumbing practices in St. Louis 
and was submitted to former At- 
torney-General Robert W. Otto, 
who turned it over to Gentry when 
he resigned to accept an appoint- 
ment to the Supreme Court. Otto 
Was working on the suit when he 
resigned and Gentry succeeded Em. 

\ssistant Attorney-Genera! David 
H. Janes, who has been working 
on the case in conjunction with 
Attorney-General Gentry, said the 
investigation by the department in- 
dicated the practices which formed 
the basis of the suit had been 
abandoned by the companies since 
the suit was filed, 

“One of the principal objects was 
to stop the ~buses,” Janes said, 
“and this has been done. How- 
ever, any settlement reached will 
include an agreement by the com- 
panies to refrain from the practices 
complained of, and any other viola- 
tions of the State antitrust laws.” 
' “Kitty” Declared Abandoned. 

He said the so-called “kitty” 
formerly collected by the associa- 
tion has been distributed but once 
or twice since the suit was started 
and had been abandoned. The 
“kitty,” called “ues by the plumb- 
ers, included a payment by he 
cOmpanies of 2 per cent of all 
contracts they received to the as- 
sociation. Expenses of operating 
the association were taken from 
this fund and any balance divided 
semi-monthly among all members 
who had submitted bids on any 
work during the preceding period. 

An agreement with the journey- 
men plumbers’ union, local No. 35, 
that its members would work only 
for members of the Association 
of Master Plumbers; has been abro- 
@ated, Janes said. Another prac- 
tice that has been discontinued is 
the making of agreements between 
master plumbers and supply 
houses concerning prices of sup- 
plies and.terms, Janes said.

Yet in 
this election it appears that there 
were nearly 1,000,000 voting citi- 
zens in the United States who 
wanted for chief executive of the 
nation, a ma who was at 
time in prison and who had been 
convicted of disloyalty to his own 
country in a grave crisis. Of these 
voters, about 75,000 were in IIII- 
nois; more than 56,000 in Minne- 
sota; and more than 203,000 in 
the great State of New York. (Debs’ 
vote in Missouri was 20,242). 

“In 1922 there was an election 
in one of the eastern states to the 
very important office of District 
Attorney. Six candidates entered 
the field in the primary of one of 
the two leading parties. Nearly 
84,000 votes were cast; of these 
one candida‘e received more than 
51 per cent. The ma who thus 
outstripped his opponents. and 
outdistanced the field had shortly 
before been found guilty of an 
infamous offense by the highest 
court of his State. 

“Notwithstanding, he had the 
effrontery to run, and more than 
5 per cent of the members of his 
own party, who voied at the pri- 
mary election, were so deficient in 
respect for the law, for the judicial 
process, and the dignity of public 
office, that they desired to be rep- 
resented therein by a person found 
guilty of a disgraceful crime, after 
full hearing and a fair trial. In 
the general election which followed, 
this same candidate, while falling 
of election, received more than 
42 per cent of the total votes cast. 
Again, I repeat, a narrowly par- 
tisan, but large group of citizens 
not only sought to obstruct the 
course of justice, but exhibited ut- 
ter contempt for its processes. 

Suspended ~ wer Runs. 

In a Midwestern State recently 
a powreful political organization 
existed across, not along, the lines 
of the old Rerw'"'--n and Demo- 
cratic parties. The leaders always 
called conventions of this group to 
avoid division and possible defeat 
due to multiplicity of candidates. 
For Judge in a district embracing 
several counties, their convention 
indorsed a lawyer who, a few years 
before, had been suspended from 
the practice of law because of 
fraud and corrupt misconduct in 
which this member of the bar was 
actuated by the crassest 
cupidity.

“The voting public lags far be- 
hind the bench and the bar in ap- 
preciation of the moral or ethical 
aspects of its function in the ad- 
ministration of justice. 

Convict Wins Congress Seat. 

“In 1924 a citizen of a Southern 
state was convicted of the crime 
of conspiracy against certain laws 
of the United States. His case was 
taken from one Federal court to 
another until {t reached the Su- 
preme Court of the United States. 
where relief was denied. We must 
presume, and no evidence hag been 
given to the public 4o indicate the 
contrary, that he had a fair trial 
and was convicted in conformity 
with every requirement of due 
process. 

“For all he stood before the 
world gullty of an infamous crime, 
committed against the laws of his 
own country, the voters of his dis- 
trict elected him as their repre- 
sentative in one branch of the leg- 
tslative body of the nation. It is 
not easy to conceive of a more 
contemptuous attitude, of & more 
flagrant exhibition of contempt for 
Judicial processes than was thus 
shown by the majority of the vot- 
ing citizens of that congressiona! 
district. The gentieman himself 
referred to his retirement to prison 
as my martyrdom,” -

Board of Education tonight with 
the introduction of a resolution 
creating a “Bureau of Reference, 
Research and Publicity,” headed 
by a director, responsible to the 
Board alone, with authority to in- 
quire into the recommendations of 
the superintendent and advise the 
Board as to their wisdom and 
economy. 

The resolution has passed the 
Committee on Instruction, prob- 
ably will be approved by the Com- 
mittee on Finance at a special 
meeting preceding the regular 
Board meeting tonight, and its 
sponsors are confident that they 
can muster enough votes in the 
Board to pass it. 

For the last several months 
Maddox and several members of 
the Board have been at outs. The 
last test of strength occurred at 
the July meeting when Maddox 
made a defiant speech to the 
Board, declaring his intention to 
continue appointments upon a 
scoring system he had devised and 
which he explained at length. 

Maddox Won First Skirmish. 


Certain members of the Boar 
hai objection to the appointment 
of teachers who were non-residents 
while resident teachers were avail- 
able for the vacant positions. Mad- 
dox declared that he would not 
consider residence, but merit alone 
in making his appointments. He 
won that skirmish by a vote of 
7 to 5. 

Board members declare that last 
year the Superintendent spent ap- 
proximately $500,000 in drawing up 
a new course of study for the 
schools. He employed W. D. Cock- 
ing, recommended as an expert, to 
superintend and investigation of 
the curriculum and at times more 
than 100 teachers were employed 
under his direction, the survey ex- 
tending for more than six months. 


Not Satisfied With Result. 


The board members are not sat- 
isfied with the result. One pointed 
out that music, under Cocking’s 
curriculum, is compulsory in high 
school, while mathematics, long re- 
vered as one of the essentials, is 
optional. Another complains that, 
once he had set up the new cur- 
riculum, Cocking applied 
leave of absence to accept.a travel- 
ing scholarship in Europe. The 
board refused the leave and Cock- 
ing resigned. The board member 
citing this incident declares that 
Cocking should have remained to 
watch the practical working of a 
plan established by theory alone. 


Still another board member cites 
that whereas the minimum number 
of pupils in any one high school 
class to warrant the assignment of 
an instructor, under the board 
rules, is 25, the average number of 
pupils in high school classes last 
year was Only 17 and mang classes 
had as few as seven pupils, This is 
regarded as wasteful expenditure. 

The question has been raised, 
also, whether the intermediate 
schools have an efficiency or worth 
in education comparable to the 
cost of conducting them. These and 
Other matters are the inquiries 
which board would assign to the 
new Director of Reference, Re- 
search and Publicity if created. 

Same Situation Last Spring. 

Under the administrative reor- 
ganization plan of Maddox, adopt- 
ed last spring after vigorous ob- 
jection because it involved demo- 
tion Of three assistant superintend- 
ents, there was created almost an 
identical position, that of Director 
of the Division of Records and 
Statistics. That position was to be 
filled upon recommendation of the 
Superintendent and was to be un- 
der his direction. The new move 
seeks to take he appointment and 
supervision of this office from the 
Superintendent and give it to the 
board.

Whereas a year ago he was “a 
prophet of ill” in reporting em- 
ployment. on the downgrade, he 
greeted the present convention with 
the statement that prospects are 
“somewhat brighter.” He warned, 
however, of the uncertainty of a 
presidential year. 

Predicts Prosperous Year. 

“I am glad the prediction made 
with regard to building was wrong,” 
he said. We can see now that the 
crest of the great post-war build- 
ing boom has not been passed. I 
also am glad to report that we 
have recently seen the wholesale 
commodity price index start on an 
upward trend. Business men are 
being advised to buy in anticipa- 
tion of higher prices and such buy- 
ing is a great stimulus to industry. 
For the months l¥ing immediately 
ahead and probably for the whole 
year we can say the prospects in 
most lines of activity are some- 
what brighter.” 

President Walker commented on 
the danger of reckless speculation 
and inflation following in wake of 
prosperity. 

“In the field of finance and 
trade,” he observed, “conditions so 
far this year have been somewhat 
above the average in industrial sec- 
tions. A general increase in ac- 
tivity seems to be taking place. 
If, with the extremely low money 
rates there should be reckless spec- 
ulation, there could follcw a sharp 
and severe financial panic witir 
sudden increase in unemployment. 

“But a new policy seems to have 
been followed by the Federal Re- 
serve Board and the bankers of the 
country since the war, based on a 
better understanding of the busi- 
ness cycle, in seeking to prevent 
the degree and kind of speculation 
that might lead to inflation and 
collapse such as was experienced 
in the financial panic of 1907. 
Nevertheless, the dizzy house of 
cerds built up by the stock specu- 
lators is an ill omen.“ 

Asks Support for Miners, 

He reiterated his sympathy, ez- 
NMessed in his annual report, for 
the striking coal miners of Illinols 
in their fight against the wage re- 
ducton and recommended the fed- 
eration pledge its support of the 
miners and the officers of the fed- 
eration “place their services at dis- 
posal of the miners’ union to assist 
them in every way possible until 
this struggle has been won.” 

In his formal report yesterday, 
Walker praised the “bloodless re- 
volt“ of the Illinois miners as “a 
magnificent demonstration of for- 
titude, self-restraint, fine morals 
and high ideals.” 

rsails “Yellow Dog Contract.” 

He assailed the so-called “yel- 
low dog” contract—a promise of 
the worker not to join a union—as 
“the modern form of slavery.” The 
convention is faced with the prob- 
lem of finding new methods of 
combating the contract, since the 
Illinois Supreme Court declared un- 
constitutional a statute outlawing 
„yellow dog contracts.” 

“It is an easy matter,” Walker 
explained, “to persuade a man who 
ts out of a job, destitute, his family 
starving, to accept a job where the 
only qualification is that he give up 
his right to barter collectively for 
wages, through a union. Such a 
contract I regard as a contract 
made under duress and it should 
not be binding in any court of law. 

“Yellow dog contracts are of @ 
piece with the strike-breaking in- 
junction and it is only judges who 
will permit themselves to be used 
as strike breakers who uphold such 
contracts.” 

How labor forces in Illinois, Ohio 
and California have joined in a 
fight against the “yellow dog con- 
tract“ was set forth today in a 
resolution introduced in the con- 
vention by Joseph A. Wise of Chi- 
cago ard signed by 20 leading dele- 
gates.

PANAMA OFFICIALS 


SCOUNT ENVDY'S 
SPEECH TOLEAGUE 


President and Foreign Min- 


ister Say Morales Voiced 
Only His Own Views on 
Treaty With U. 8 


By the Associated Press. 
PANAMA, Sept. 13.—Both Pres- 


ident Chiari and Fongign Minister 


Alfaro are authority for the state- 
ment that Dr. Busebio Morales was 
acting on his own initiative when 
at the League of Nations assembly 
last week he suggested that the 
differences over the new United 
States-Panama treaty be submitted 
to the world court. 

Alfaro declined to comment on 
Morales’ action pending receipt of 
the official text of his speech, but 
rem rked that the Panama dele- 
gate was so well acquainted with 
the treaty problems that he would 
not have made the declaration at- 
tributed to him unless he was con- 
vine tt it was proper and op- 
portune to do so. 

Official circles, however, are 
convinced that the United Sta 
would never consent to submissio 
of the differences over the treaty 
to an outside tribunal. 

Deputy Harmodio Arias, who 
opposed the new treaty even be- 
fore its submission to Congress, is 
quoted as saying: “The suggestion 
made Ly Dr. Morales is, in effect, 
that there be submitted to deter- 
mination by the world ourt the 
question whether Panama has sov- 
ereignty over the Canal Zone. I 
would say, apart from the fact that 
this is a purely academic question, 
that the court has no jurisdiction, 
the United States not being a party 
to the statutes creating the court.

The view of the new treaty as 
expressed before the assembly by 
Dr. Morales was that, in handing 
over certain rights to the United 
States, Panama did not grant the 
whole of her sovereign rights over 
the Canal Zone. 

Answering the criticism that the 
treaty violated the covenant of the 
League of Nations, he admitted 
that Panama was committed by 
the treaty to co-operation with the 
United States in defending the 
canal, and to regarding herseif 
as at war in any conflict in which 
the United States might become in- 
volved as a belligerent. As to the 
latter stipulation, however. he said 
Panama would merely give her as- 
sistanee for the defense of a part 
of her territory (the Canal Zone) 
in which another country possessed

THE OLIVE STREET DELAY 


A 50 per cent loss to business concerns upon the 
south side of Olive street is revealed by a Post-Dis- 
patch survey as the consequence of delay in getting 
the pavement down. 

“We are having a terrific struggle to keep our 
business going,” one merchant says. “In addition to 
the litter in the streets, we have no sidewalks. Many 
of our customers think we have gone out of business.” 
Another says: “We carry not only the burden of in- 
creased taxation, which is reflected in our rent, but 
we are suffering a heavy drain as a result of loss of 
business. I would not be surprised to see ruin come 
to some of the business people who are operating on 
small capital.” 

This is an intolerable situation, and one from which 
these people should be extricated with all possible 
haste. The delay, as the Post-Dispatch pointed out 
Sunday, is caused by a suit to test the legality of the 
taxes assessed against property owners for widening 
the pavement upon the south side of Olive street. The 
contract has been let, but until the tax suit is set- 
tled in favor of the city there is no market for the 
tax bills and the work cannot go ahead. 

Cannot the legal department of the city report this 
emergency to the State Supreme Court, which has the 
tax suit under consideration, and offer this as a 


reason for asking that the point in dispute be de-

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OUR STATE-MANAGED POLICE SYSTEM. 


There are 183 schools in St. Louis requiring traffic 
protection, Chief of Police Gerk says, but traffic of- 
ficers can be supplied to only a small percentage of 
them. An instance is reported where the dismissal 
of classes was delayed 20. minutes pending the ar- 
rival of a traffic officer to look after the children.

Detroit, though she excels us in the width of her 
boulevards and outlets for automobilists, is a long 
way from being a Utopia among cities. 
more, she is willing to admit it. Just at present, for 
instance, she is worried over the unattractive appear- 
ance of her waterfront, which, according to the De- 
troit News, is cluttered up with piles of rubbish and 
debris, shacks and other tawdry places. The News 
joins with other public-spirited Detroiters in de- 
manding that something be done about this. 

Detroit may perhaps be relieved of some of her 
worry by being told that she is not the only city 
which is suffering from a waterfront which is not as 
pleasing to the eye as it should be. St. Louis is now 
distressed over a similar problem. She, too, has a 
waterfront which is an eyesore. In the opinion of 
city planners, indeed, it has that of other river towns 
bested by a mile in the way of unsightliness. 

Yet of all the problems which might confront the 
two cities, this one is beyond doubt the easiest to 
solve. It involves only the purchase and beautifying 
of land upon which the structures are generally so old 
and decrepit as to be of little value. This is par- 
ticularly true of St. Louis. Turning the entire water- 
front east of the proposed Third street north and 
south highway into a place of beauty would hardly 
present a problem at all comparable to that of widen- 
ing Olive street. 

Both Detroit and St. Louis can afford to make their 
waterfronts far more attractive than they now are. 
Their hesitancy is occasioned by a false estimate of 
the size and difficulty of doing so. When they dis- 
cover that the problem is insignificant compared to 
others they have already solved, they will lay to and 
abolish these eyesores.

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THE DAVIS CUP MATCHES.

DEMOCRATIC RULES, 


From the Cleveland Plain Dealer. 
VERY four years the Democratic lead- 


ers discuss the two-thirds rule and in 
the end they do nothing about it. It has 
become a peculiar Democratic institution 
or tradition. Now it is again being at- 
tacked by Democratic leaders who hold 
that it is not democratic, and that a simple 
majority should rule in Democratic as in 
Republican and other conventions. In all 
likelihood nothing will come of this oppo- 
sition. 

The two-thirds rule was first adopted at 
the Baltimore convention of 1844. It was 
proposed by the leaders who stood in op- 
position to the nomination of Martin van 
Buren. It was easy to count in advance 
a majority of delegates for Van Buren, but 
not two-thirds. After a day and a half of 
contention the two, thirds rule was adopted. 
As had been expected, Van Bureu was given 
a clear majority on the first ballot. There- 
after his vote gradually dwindled and the 
vote of Lewis Cass gradually increased till 
on the fifth ballot Cass had 107 to Van 
Buren’s 103. On the sixth, seventh and 


neither he nor Van Bureu could muster a 
majority, to say nothing of the needful two- 
thirds. On the eighth ballot a few votes 
were cast for James K. Polk. an unknown 
from Tennessee, and on the ninth ballot 
there was a stampede to this darkest‘ of 
dark horses. Polk was elected President 
over Henry Clay, the Whig candidate, the 
first inconspicuous American to occupy the 
presidential chair. Had it not been for the 
two-thirds rule Polk would not have re- 
ceived even one vote at the convention, and 
his name would have been utterly unknown 
to history, 

Not again till another Baltimore conven- 
tion which nominated Woodrow Wilson was 
the two-thirds rule effective to nullify a 
majority vote. Champ Clark of Missouri 
was the leading candidate, and on several 
ballots had a clear majority of all votes 
cast, but the two-thirds rule prevented his 
nomination and resulted in the ultimate 
nomination of Wilson, 

While there may be legitimate difference 
of opinion as to the propriety of the two- 
thirds rule, there can be but one disinter- 
ested verdict on the iniquitous unit rule. 
Adopted solely for the purpose of enhanc- 
ing the power of political leaders and of 
silencing minority opinion, the unit rule 
has been anything but a benefit to the Dem- 
ocratic party. It should be buried beyond. 
hope of resurrection,

Tes- 
timony adduced at the trial showed that the 
aviator had flown at a height of between 
1500 and 3000 feet above the ground, violat- 
ing the Bureau of Aeronautics regulation 
in regard to “flying at low altitudes over 
populous districts or over such territory 
as will endanger life or property in case 
of motor failure or temporary loss of con- 
trol” and the regulation which forbids 
“naval aircraft to fly over populous dis- 
tricts at an altitude of less than 2000 feet.” 
Whatever the sentence that the court- 
martial and the Secretary of the Navy see 
fit to impose, it will have a wholesome 
effect on the development of aviation, espe- 
Clally among service flyers. The regulation 
against low flying over cities is reasonable 
and logical and designed for the protection 
of life and property. Motor failure or loss 
of control at low altitudes will almost in- 
evitably mean death to the pilot and by- 
standers, fatalities that are needless if the 
aviator observes regulations of safety.

| and let the question of guilt or in- 
nocence be determined by a vote 
of the people. If conviction of 
érime, according to the due process 
prescribed in the Constitution, has 
pecomé a badge of honor, meriting 
high office as its reward, is it any 
wonder that lawlessness grows, and 
the average age of our prison in- 
mates is steadily falling? We need 
a recognition by the citizens of a 
code of ethics, of standards of con- 
duct, which will t least lessen if 
not make such offenses against po- 
litical morality impossible.“ 

Prof. Johnson then traced the 
early antecedents of English erim- 
inal law in the Norse trial by bat- 
tlé and the trial by combat, with 
hired bullies in the chief roles, in 
Engiand of the thirteenth century. 
He found, in these scenes, an early 
tendency to make eriminal trials 
éohtests of skill, rather than a 
means of determining the facts of 
guilt or innocence.

“Capable and well-known laws 
yérs appear on both sides.

parison. True, the weapons are 
different; they are now the arts of 
the débatér, the wit. the artist at 
repartee, the technical rules of 
modern procedure.

The Detroit Unofficially 


in Bennett Trophy Con- 
test. 


By the Associated Press. 
DETROIT, Sept. 13. — E. J. 
Hill, Detroit pilot, today was un- 
officially accredited as winner of 
the annual James Gordon Ben- 


nett Balloon Trophy race, having 


an estimated distance of 726 miles 
from the starting point here. Hill 
brought the bag down at 5 p. m. 
yesterday at Baxley, Ga., 60 miles 
farther south than the second place 
Goodyear VI, also a United States 


entry. 
As unofficially tabulated by the 
National Aeronautical Association 
officials at Wash’ngton the other 
leading balloons finished as fol- 
lows: 
Third and fourth—Barmen, Ger- 
many. and Lafayette, France, 660 
miles (tied). 
Fifth—Hispania, Spain, 640 
miles. 


Sixth—Belgica, Belgium, 600 
miles, 

The remaining nine entries were 
tsrung out along the course be- 
tween the finish line and Detroit 
as far north as Sugar Island in 
Lake Erie. off Sandusky. They 
landed as follows: 

The Dux, Italy. Newberry, S. Q: 
the Bee. England. Randolph, Va.: 
Paris-Bruxelles. France, Dunn. S. 
C.: United States Army. York, S. 
C.; Helvetia, Swiss, Statesville. 8. 
C.: Rex. Italy. Cleveland County. 
N. C.: the Muenster. Germany, 
Simpsons Ferry, S. C., and the 
Brandenburg, Germany, Sugar Is- 
land in Lake Erie. 

Although the official standing in 
the race will not be announced 
pending a check of the balloon 
barographs, promoters of the race 
here were of the opinion little 
change over the unofficia! tabula- 
tion is likely. 

The victory of Hill marks the 
second consecutive year the United 
States has won the event and gives 
this country the edge over Bel- 
gium in the trophy com petition. 
During the 16 years in which the 
event hag been held the United 
States has carried off first place 
six times and Belgium five. Ger- 
many and Switzerland have won 
twice each and France once. 

Hill, an official of the Aircraft 
Corporation of America and a de- 
Signer of dirigibles, took up bal- 
loon racing three years ago and 
this year was the first time he had 
been entered in the International 
Race. Balloon enthusiasts here 
attributed his victory to strict ad- 
herence to plans for outmaneuver- 
ing recalcitrant winds prevailing at 
the start of the race Saturday. Hii! 
and his aid, A. G. Schlosser of 
Detroit, announced their intention 
of following a wind squall line. 
traveling toward the southeast and 
of flying at a low Altitude instead 
of attempting to get over de line 
It was the plan of the Detroit 
crew to fly Lelow and behind this 
strong and shifting current chan- 
nel. which was about 1000 feet 
above ground, as long as possible 
te conserve the gas and ballast 
supply which would be expended 
in attempting to drive through or 
over it. Because of the late arrival 
of the Detroit at Baxley, follow- 
ers of the race here were of the 
opinion Hill and Schlosser stuck to 
this plan throuchout.
